A list member kindly sent me a copy of Marantz Model 10B FM broadcast 
tuner. It is a hollow state radio & is a kind of communications receiver, 
so, I'll talk about it. 


I am bowled over by the design of this 40 year old radio. It looks more 
like MIL than consumer. More filtering & decoupling than I've ever seen in 
a consumer radio...reminds me a bit of an R-390...way ahead of its time. 

No wonder it cost $600-700 in 1962 but appears worth it. 


I'm a serious student of FM circuits but a lot of this is new to me: 


Front end uses two ECC88/6DL4s triodes as a xpairx of grounded-grid RF 
amps. Not too commonly seen. Four gang tuning cap as a total of eight 
sections. Each tuned circuit controlled by it resembles a pi-net ct, hence 
needs 2 vari caps for each. 


A 6DZ4 osc feeds a diode ring mixer, unheard of in consumer gear, esp. in 
1960. Ring uses HPA2034 diodes, HPs? 


Has 6 IF amps, all 6JK6's. Each stage coupled by identical BP cans which 
appear non-adjustable from schematic (like Motorola Permakay?). 
Multi-section, cap-coupled tuned circuits insie . Full wave diodes (type 
not shown) across the output of each can, limiters? 


Three limiters (also 6JK6s) follow, RC-coupled (so-called wide-band). 
There's a small cap trimmer in plate cts following first two limiters. 


This strongly resembles the FM rx of Armbigeau & Granlund of MIT. They 
designed the ultimate rx for use in 26 MHz wideband FM transatlantic 
broadcast experiments in early 50s. Their rx had the ultimate in FM 
capture ratio (about 0.6 dB). Major Armstrong loaned them his Alpine NJ 
station for these experiments. They were defeated by multipath 
propagation! 


I've been told the 10B is a nightmare to align, being sensitive to actual 
tubes used, etc. Perhaps takes a lot of sophisticated test gear--I don't 
know, don't have svc data. 


The piece de resistance is the built-in oscope as a tuning aid. 


FM sigs, both wide- (for broadcast, 75 kHz deviation) and narrow-band (for 
comm., 5 kHz deviation), are prone to mulipath propagation, wider deviation 
makes it worse. It makes AM sigs sound lousy (e.g. SW broadcasts) but rips 
up FM much worse & FM stereo even more so. Trouble is, it's hard to 
quantify. 


A signal strength meter can give you signal strength. But unless it's fast 
acting (underdamped), it won't tell you anything about mp prop. With mp 
prop present, it would swing downward briefly with modulation. 


You could arrange to meter post-detection ultrasonic energy ("quieting") 
but it too would only respond briefly on modulation peaks. (Harmon-Kardon 
had just such a meter on an FM tuner.) 


Multipath prop essentially punches holes in the spectrum of a received 
Signal. A very poorly designed IF strip can do the same sort of thing but 
to a lesser degree. 


Multipath prop. causes spurious AM & FM on a pure FM signal. The spurious 
FM is hard to isolate (its effects can be mitigated by wideband limiters & 
detector). 


To measure the spurious AM the 10B's oscope is set up to get post-detector 
sig (audio) to H plates. V plates are driven by full-wave AM detectors in 
the grid of 1st IF amp (as a voltage doubler here), cathode of 2nd IF amp, 
cathode of 4th IF amp, cathode of 6th IF amp, plate of ist limiter, grid & 
plate of 2nd limiter and grid of 3rd limiter. 


This resembles the usual setup for sweep aligning an IF strip. It also 
produces the shape of the IF bandpass. But as the signal is modulated, 
dips in the sprectrum will show up if there's multipath present. 


That way, you can aim FM antenna for least multipath, not just most signal 
strength. 


I'd love to apply this idea to my Fisher BA FM tuner but am daunted by the 
complexity of the AM detectors, in so many places in the IF strip, wow! 


I don't know why it couldn't be picked off in just one (or two) spots & 
amplified to drive oscope. But I know Dich Sequerra knew what he was 
doing.

I'll admit to being the generous list member to provide the schematic, from 
a very old issue of Audio Amateur. 


I think the IF cans are adjustable, but ony one is fully drawn out, the rest 
are a black box. They are sure a complicated 3-terminal network! Nota 
simple pair of LC circuits! 


I don't know WHERE I read it, but there are cautions to be absolutely sure 
that the IF can you are adjusting is NOT limiting. You need a very 
well-shielded FM generator to do this, since it is so sensitive. Also, they 
are stagger tuned in some way. 


By the way, while it sold for about $700, they lost money on every unit. 
Priced way to low for what you got. They would have had to price it at 
$1000 to make money. Selling in the $2000 and up range on eBay these days. 
Which isn't really that much considering the 5X inflation since 1960... 
(Anyone still remember Phase 1, Phase 2, Phase 3, and Whip Inflation Now?)

I suspect you need to derive the AM signal from a stage 
that has a sufficiently large signal but is not yet driven 
into limiting. I imagine they sum the outputs of the 
multiple AM detectors and AC couple to the ‘scope. The low 
level stages would contribute very little to the total 
signal, and the limiting stages would contribute only DC 
which is blocked. This would allow the system to work 
across a wide dynamic range.

I do remember that many years ago as the ‘lowest 
representation of questionable humanity/intelligence in the US Navy 
years ie an aviation officer candidate, that my uniform brass once upon 
a time did have such a luxurious coat. But I had to remove the lacquer 
forthwith on the brass that was issued to me and Brasso the shenangin's 
out of it to a mirrow shine.

I suggest using *spar varnish*, a good marine grade. It's very durable and 
its amber cast will give the key a look of antiquity.

I've always used a good quality "clear coat" type lacquer. 
For antique keys and sounders, I use yellow shellac, which 
gives the piece a warm and "antique" tone. Bright, new 
brass surfaces (in a restored piece), may not always be 
appropriate for some older or aged pieces. 


Removing old lacquer: 
You need a wad of 0000 grade steel wool and a quantity of 
acetone. 


Disassemble the work piece (key, whatever). 

Pour the acetone into bowl, and dip the steel wool 

into it. 

_VERY GENTLY_, rub the work-piece with the acetone soaked 

steel-wool. This will soften and remove any lacquer based 

coatings. You can use mineral spirits (varsol) for those pieces 

which have been coated with a mineral spirit based varnish. 

The key is to rub GENTLY, so as not to unnecessarily abrade the 
surface of the work-piece. Once the original coating has been removed, 
you can decide whether to polish or otherwise treat the surface of the 
piece. Where the piece is in good condition, I just clean the surface, 
(I use Freon-TF, or similar; yes, I know all about that ozone-hole 
hoax - spare me the lecture). 


That's it. Hope this is useful.

Ed's procedure is a superb technique, but it can be improved in one 
element - the steel wool. The problem with steel wool is that it's 
almost impossible to remove the fine steel "lint" from microscopic 
crevices and scratches in the film you're trying to correct. The result 


is many fine "hairs" that turn to rust if not coated with something, 
either oil or a clear coat of some sort. Even then, all you're doing is 
embedding it for posterity...I can guarantee you'll only notice it AFTER 
you complete the entire job. Don't ask me how I know that... :-) If 
you don't believe it, take a look with a microscope after you think 
you've cleaned the workpiece thoroughly. Most machine shops I know of 
won't even let the stuff through the front door any more. 


A more modern material is 3-M's Scotchbrite pads and wheels, and you can 
get these in a variety of grits. Works fine in acetone and other 
solvents (use rubber gloves and ventilation) and apply the same 
excellent procedure that Ed outlined.

Mike brings up a good point. I actually posted the message before 
I'd finished composing. I was going to add that I use a compressed 
air to blow any debris or wool particles off the workpiece, and 

I was also going to add the caveat about adequate ventilation. 


I recall having to restore several badly deteriorated telegraph sounders 
where the original coating had darkened to a blackend crud. Both the 
metal parts on the wooden base resembled something that had survived 

a fire, but was blackened from soot and heat. In this case, it was simply 
60+ years of sitting in a bay-window plus several years of out-door 
storage. 

In this case, I disassembled the entire piece and soaked the individual 
metal parts in the acetone. The wooden base was given a separate 
steel-wool rubbing treatment. The coils and coil covers were left alone, 
except for a wiping with lighter fluid, to remove any dirt. Solvents and 
cleaners 

are deadly on bakelite parts. 


After complete removal of all old finish, and air-blowing, I cleaned the 
parts 
with either Triclorothene-III, or similar, and used yellow shellac for 


both the 

metal and wood parts. The result is that as the piece ages, it takes ona 
very realistic and authentic looking warm glow. I've also used Testor's 
Clear 

Coat for keys, where a more rugged protective coating is required.

Of note, 
I did use the #0000 steel wool and acetone with adequate ventalation. 
And I did blow compressed air on the parts afterwards. Will try the pads 
hereafterwards. Inspected the unit with a 5X eyepiece and at the moment 
I can not find any steel wool debris. Will wait though. The Signal 
Electric brass straight key did not have any major pitting at all, just 
the lacquer had worn off and it had not been polished in quite some 
time. Now, in it's unlaquered state, it look ready for inspection. 


Thanks again and to the boatanchor's bandwidth. Hope this helps others. 


What a beautiful piece of BA nostalgia; now a funcional straight key to 
use aS my main brass poundin' CW makin' tool. Have been looking for one 
for some time now. The wait is over.

The rig came with the external supply , that has military nomenclature 
(MWO date, etc) on it, but the rig itself has no data plate, or holes for 
same. 

The chassis, however is covered with the yellow laquer/fungicide/coating. 
Was this a Mil-only configuration? I see no mil plates or nomenclature on 
the receiver at all.
